LONDON, Det, «Chrietmas of 1914
will tong be remembered in Great Bri-
tnin as a military Christmas
where throughout the island men In
khaki and In bBlus were the object of at-
tention and admiration.

There was o great decrease in the cum-
tomary rallway crowds of ¢ivilians visit-
Ing thelr homes for family reunions, but
glmost the usual number of tralns Was
running,

The cars were [illed with soldiers and
eallors taking a brief leave Lo visit their
familiea wnd all were travelllng on
passes., Many thousands of voluntesrs
from the tralning camps and a conalder-
able contingent from the continent and
the flieet had two or three days for a
hollday st thelr homes, and the whole
country seemed to swarm with uniforms,

Canadiana Are Prominent.
London purticularly was full of soldiers.
‘onsplcuous among them ware sgeveral
thousand Canadians from Salisbury
plains. Christmas in London is Sabbath-
like because all the theaters are closed
and the hotels and publle houses Weep
sunday hours. The few hours of day-
light, however, were almost belght, which
Is & rare phepomenon In an English
winter, and the soldisars and sallprs ap-
peared to find amusement In tramping
the strects and the parks from the fash-
forable West End to the suburbe,
Family parties taking an afternoon
stroll generally had a youth in khakl or
bluse as the central object escorted by
admiring relatives. Dinner in the big
hotels was notable for the presence of
tha military, and an unususl feature was
the presence of men in non-commissioned
uniforms, who have even been mingling
with officers.
Loaded with Gifta.

All ranks of the troops &t the front
and In the home camps were loaded down
with presents. Princess Mary's fund fof

“hristmas gifta amounted to nearly
00,000, while there were numerous funds
for tobhaccp, puddings and other luxu-

les ralped by newspapers and socletles.

Even the German milltary prisoners
aind civilians in the concentration camps
vl Christmas Ltrees and gifte from home
and from wealthy Germans In England
The German Young Men's Christian asso-
ciation and the English Quakers devoted
#pecial care to the prisoners,

Hundreds of British and Belgian
wounded In the hospitals were the re-
ciplents of many attentions. Three
thousand Belglan refugees in the Earls
'ourt exhibition bulldings were given
Christmas dinner and at nilght a huge
Christmas tree was presented to them by
Lord Sallsbury. Twenty-five hundpred
of them in Alexandra palace had a sim-
ilur celebration,
